Page 52, in third line of "The Minor Family," Dr. Charles L. Minor 

wrote, "Mrs. Elizabeth Cock, once Minor," etc., not nee Minor, as 

printed. This agrees with the record in Middlesex. Mrs. Cook married 

Doodes Minor before she married Maurice Cock (son of Nicholas Cock). 

She was not born Minor, but a widow Minor. 

Page 53, in nineteenth line, "32 Elizabeth married Stapleton Crutch- 
field," etc., should be stricken out. 

Page 54, John B. Minor's second wife was not "Annie Fisher Wes- 
ton," but "Anne Fisher Colston." (Typographical error.) 

The descendants of John 5 Minor, of "Topping Castle/' first 
child of John Minor 4 (son of Garrett 3 , grandson of Doodes 2 
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Minor and great-grandson of Minor Doodes 1 ) were given in last 
installment down to a period when connection can be readily 
made. It remains to bring down the descendants of the other 
children of John 4 Minor. 

12 William 5 Minor, second son of John 4 Minor, died in 1759 
without issue. His will was proved in Spotsylvania county May 

1, 1859. He gives his mother "a negro devised to me by Mrs. 
Mary Carr," as well as all the rest of his estate. 

13 Thomas Minor 5 , third son of John 4 Minor, married Mary 
Dabney, and had issue five children, viz.: (1) Thomas, married 
Dorothea Johnson, (2) Sallie Minor, married Woolfolk, (3) Wil- 
liam Minor, died unmarried, (4) Nancy Minor, married Joseph 
Waller, (5) John Minor, died unmarried.

2, 1766), John Minor Herndon, Mary Herndon, Joseph Hern- 
don, William Herndon, Peter Herndon; Lucy Herndon mar- 
ried Dabney Minor, of Woodlawn, Orange Co.; Eeuben Hern- 
don and Dabney Herndon, who married Elizabeth Hall and had 
Ann, who married Commodore Mathew Fontaine Maury. See 
"The Meriwethers and Minors." 

15 Garrett 5 Minor, fifth child of John 4 Minor, lived at 
Sunning Hill in Spotsylvania county. His wife Mary Overton 
Terrell was daughter of Eichard Terrell and Ann Overton. Gar- 
rett Minor was an influential man and was well known in his 
day. He died June 9, 1791, in Spotsylvania, leaving a consider- 
able estate. Issue eleven children: (1) Patsy Minor, married, 
first, Eobert Quarles; second, Hall; died in St. Louis. (2) Ann 
Minor, born December 14, 1771, died about 1820; married July 
27, 1791, Thomas Meriwether, who was born April 24, 1763, 
died Sept. 21, 1802, in Louisa county, Va. ; she married, second, 
John Brockman. She was grandmother of Minor Meriwether, 
of St. Louis, author of "The Meriwethers and Minors." (3) 
Eebecca, married John Quarles, brother of Eobert Quarles, who 
married her sister Patsy. John Quarles was the grandfather of 
Gen. William Andrew Quarles, of the Confederate Army, who 
married Louisa Meriwether. (4) Elizabeth, who married Col. 
Stapleton Crutchfield, had seven children : Oscar, for many years 
Speaker of the Virginia House of Delegates; Malvina, Ellen, 
Edgar, Stapleton, Jr., Martha and Sarah. (5) Garrett, of Fred- 
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ericksburg, married Eliza McWilliams, of Caroline. (6) Sarah, 
married David Watson, of Louisa county. (7) Mary, married 
Garland Anderson, of Louisa, moved to northern Kentucky. 
(8) Peter, born June 3, 1783, died 1827, married Lucy Walker 
Gilmer, sister of Dr. John Gilmer, of Edgemont, and had Hugh, 
Martha Divers (who married Eobert Grattan, of Eockingham), 
George Minor (who married Judith Christian, daughter of Ed- 
mund Christian, and was father of Judge Edmund Christian 
Minor, judge of the Law and Equity Court of Eichmond in 
1900), Franklin Minor, of Eidgeway, who married Lucy Ann 
Gilmer, Peter, who married Lucy Carter, of Charlottesville, Ed- 
ward, John Skinner, Lucy Walker, married Dr. Charles Minor, 
and Louisa Minor, who married Eichard W. N. Noland. (9) 
Dr. James Minor (born June 30, 1785), died 1828, at "Sunning 
Hill," married Polly Watson, sister of David Watson, of Louisa 
county. (10) Louisa Minor, married Elijah Hutchinson, (11) 
Samuel Overton, born 1790, married Lydia Laurie Lewis, and 
died in Lincoln county, Mo., Aug. 30, 1838. She was daughter 
of Thomas Walker Lewis and Elizabeth Meriwether ; issue : Mary 
Overton Minor, Thomas Walker Lewis Minor, Garrett Minor, 
William Woolfolk Minor, James Hunter Minor, Samuel Overton 
Minor, Nicholas Peter Minor, judge of Probate Court, Pike 
county, Mo. (born 1822; died 1892), Bettie Lewis Minor (mar- 
ried Andrew Brown, of Charlottesville), Lydia Laurie Minor, 
Sally Watson Minor (married Dr. Edward Lea, of Mississippi), 
and Louisa H. A. Minor, author of "The Meriwether Family," 
living at Eolia, Pike county, Mo. 

16 James 5 Minor, the sixth child of John 4 Minor (born Feb- 
ruary 18, 1745, died June 9, 1791), married Mary Carr, of Bear 
Castle, in Goochland, and had issue James O. Minor, John 
Minor, Polly married Allen, Elizabeth married Alexander Gar- 
rett, John, Sarah, married Wardlaw. 

17 Diana, the seventh child of John Minor, died unmarried. 

18 Dabney Minor, the eighth child of John Minor 4 , married 
Anne Anderson, of Hanover county, Va., and lived at Wood- 
lawn, Orange county. Issue: (1) Sarah Elizabeth Minor, born 
September 6, 1775, married her cousin William Anderson, of 
Hanover county, nephew of Ann Anderson. (2) Dabney Minor, 
of Woodlawn, born July 22, 1779, died March 8, 1822, married 
January 30, 1800, Lucy Herndon, daughter of Mary Minor and 
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Joseph Herndon. (3) Ann, married Dr. Charles Meriwether. 
(4) Sarah Minor, married Dr. John Gilmer, of Edgemont, 
where she died, now owned by Sallie Magruder, her grand- 
daughter — the daughter of Franklin Minor.
